Section 1 General Conditions 

1 (i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1988-89 ol Yen 
600 million is intended to be used for financing pay¬ 
ments to Japanese suppliers for import of Feitiliser 
and services necessary for tire transportation thereof 
to ports in India, by tire MMTC. 

I (ii) The import license should be issued tor an 
aggregate amount not exceeding Yen 660 million 
(GIF) in favour of the importer, and should bear tin, 
superscription "Yen 600 million Japanese Grant Aid 
for 1988-89”, The licence code for tlie fust and 
second suliix will be “S|JN”. But no import licence L 
required for items covered under O. G. L. 

I (iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against the import licence, except hank 
charges to me Bank of India, To%o which may be 
remitted through normal banking channels, paynient 
towards Indian Agent’s Commission, if any, should 
be made in Indian rupees to the agents in India. 
Suclr payments, however, will form pait of the 
licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the 
licence. 

I (iv) The Fertilizer should be procured only 
from Japan under this Grant Aid. 

1 (v) The impoit licences will be i.ssued on GIF 
basis 'with validity uplo 31-3 1990. 

I (vi) The contract should piovide foi pavmcnt on 
cash basis i.e- on presentation of shipping documents 
by the Japanese suppliers to the Bank of India, Tokjo. 


It should also provide for tlic period of deliver) as 
follows 

“delivery to be completed by 15-3-1990”, 

I (vii) The contract value (FOB or CScF basis 
only) should be expressed ip Yen (fraction of yen 
■should be omitted) and should exclude Indian Agents 
Commission, if any. In no circumstances the contract 
value should be expressed in any otlier currency. The 
FOB cost and frei^t amount should be shown sepa¬ 
rately but it should be clarified in tlie contract itself 
whether the freight will be payable on actual basis or 
whether the freight charges indicated therein would 
be the amount payable irrespective of the actual 
charges. 

I (viii) The purchase contract should be entered 
into only with the Japanese nationals or Japanese 
juridical persons controlled by Japanese nationals, A 
certificate (in duplicate) showing the eligibility of tlic 
supplier should be added to each contract. 

Section II The following provision should be speci¬ 
fically incorporated in tlie supply con¬ 
tract 

II (i) The contract is airanged in accordance 
with the Agreement dated the 8th May, 1989, bet¬ 
ween the Governments of India and Japan concern¬ 
ing the Grant Aid of Yen 600 million for 1988-89 
and will be subject to the approval of both tlie 
Governments.
